mittee on Education has shaped a 
concrete program to spread information 
in each country about the life, history 
and traditions of its neighbor—a pro- 
gram that should win wholehearted sup- 
port om both sides of the border. 

Barriers between countries are not 
always constructed of barbed wire and 
sentry posts. They may often develop 
out of ignorance of the common bonds 
existing among nations bordering on one 
another. 

Despite a long period of friendly re- 
lations between the United States and 
Canada, a broad galf of ignorance about 
the other country exists among both 
students and~teachers from Mississippi 
to Manitoba 

A recent survey conducted by the 
Committee revealed that many American 
students knew very little about figures 
in Canadian history, some even thinking 
that W. L. Mackenzie King was a hockey 
player! A recent geography survey con- 
ducted by this newspaper showed that 
98 per cent of college students reached 
had “no notion” of Canada’s population. 

The six-point program of re-education 
offered by the committee suggests that 
American publishers be encouraged- to

matter on Canadian life.

WATER SUPPLY 

Apropos of the controversy pertain- 
ing to fluoridinating our water supply 
in order to prevent decay in the teeth 
of children. 

Investigating the effects of acid bev- 
erages on teeth, Prof. Olive M. McCay 
and Lois Will of the Cornell University 
animal nutrition laboratory, gave‘ bever- 
ages of different degrees of acidity to 
different groups of rats. 

One group, according to their report 
in the Journal of Nutrition, was given 
daily a third of an ounce of tomato 
juice (least acid); another group the 
same amount of orange juice (mildly 
acid), and a third group the same 
amount of a solution simulating -a cola 
drink (most acid) and a fourth distilled 
water. 

At the end of six months the molar

teeth of the rats given distilled water 
were free of damage, teeth of the’ rats 
which drank tomato juice were very 
slightly etched and teeth of those given 
orange juice showed more, but not 
serious, damage. The molars of the 
group given the cola type solution, on 
the other hand, were eaten away ‘nearly 
all the way down to the gum lines. 

Surely the foregoing gives one food 
for thought. To my mind, placing addi 
tional dope.into the citizens’ water sup- 
ply is nothing more or less than “reason 
gone insane.”

Of The Dispute 


Some of the recent press reports re 
garding the annual meeting of the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Association in 
Vancouver appeared to indicate that 
there is, as between the nationa! leader 
Mr. Drew, and the provincial Jeader Mr. 
Anscomb, a dispute as to their jurisdic. 
tion over the affairs of the Progressive 
Conservative. party within British Co- 
lumbia, 

Some support to this erroneous sug: 
guestion appears to have been afforded 
by quoted remarks. of one of the Vic 
toria “delegates” who “earned” the right 
“toa attend, thes meeting by having been’: 
defeated as the party's candidate in the 
last general election. The point of this 
reference is that he was neither an 
elected or selected delegate to the con- 
vention and could, therefore, only speak 
for himself. 

Neither does it appear that he could 
have been in full attendance or he would 
have heard his national leader, on at 
least two occasions, specifically express 
confidence in the leadership of Mr. Ans- 
comb, as the leader of the party within 
British Columbia «. . . 

The opposition of the “delegate” in 
question to Mr. Anscomb has been well 
known for some time. He supported Mr, 
W. A. C. Bennett's candidature for lead- 
ership against Mr. Anscomb on at least 
one of the two occasions that the former 
made unsuccessful attempts to oust the 
present provincial leader, 

Now it can be suggested with all 
seriousness that the “delegate” in ques- 
tion, should follow Mr. Bennett into the 
Social Credit Party. Obviously he can- 
not support the Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party by being a supporter of Ben- 
nett on the one hand and Drew on the 
other. 

The whole nub of the dispute is not 
between the elected leaders so much as 
between the official organization of the 
party and those who have sought to set 
up a seperate federal organization. to 
function within the province, presenting 
the spectacle in some instances of a 
federal organizer acting in complete op- 
position to and ignoring the provincial 
organizations of the party within fed- 
eral ridings; 

I hold no personal brief for Mr. Ans 
comb, disagreeing with his actions and 
utterances on a number of occasions, 
It may be that he does not enjoy the 
popularity of some of his predecessors, 
but the reason for this is that he has 
never sought popularity 

I have supported him 
him, not only as an outstandingly able 
political leader, but one who has been 
selected leader of thé party on two occa. 
sions with substantial majorities. There 
is certainly no one more able, either in 
the cabinet or the legislature... 

At the risk of being dubbed a “pundit

B.C. STUDIES EFFECTIVE HOSE 


Standardized Couplings 
Said Defense Essential 


Standardization of fire hose 
couplings which has already 
cost Ontario $500,000—is being 
studied by’ British Columbia, Pro- 
vincial Secretary W. T. Straith 
B.C.’s civil defense chief, said 
today 

Civil defense planners all over 
the continent consider standard 
hose couplings an absolute neces: 
sity if fire equipment from one 
area is to aid another district in 
case of large fires caused by air 
raids. 

Straith, with ten of this pro- 
vince's top civil defense officials, 
has Just returned grom a confer 
ence with their “opposite num 
bers” in Olympia, Wash 

“I was very proud of our per 
sonnel during the conference,” 
said Straith “If anything, I 
think B.C. is a little ahead of 
Washington in divil defense 
planning 

The parley discussed mainiy 
interrogation and co-ordination of 
civil defense efforts between this 
province and Washington state 

Straith gave the fire hose 
coupling problem as an example 
of the sort of thing which has to 
be worked out. If, for example 
disaster strikes Bellingham, in 
the form of an air raid and fire 
ensues, B.C. fire fighting units 
may be called there to assist, he 
explained. Standard equipment 
would be a necessity, he said. 

“We must perfect interroga 
tion,” said Straith He noted 
there are 25 different types of 
hose couplings in use in B.C., but 
Washington is gradually standar- 
dizing 

The minister said Ottawa has 
given B.C. approval to work out 
arrangements with Washington 
although no legislation’.can be 
enacted. Arrangements have been 
made so that if 48 hours’ notice 
is given there will be no check 
of personnel at the U.S. border 
duging civil defense exercises.

\First League 
Sec.-Gen., Dies 


ROGATE, Eng., Dec, 17 4Reu- 
ters).--Lord Perth, 75, first sec- 
retary-general of the League of 
Nations who)steéred the world 
organization through M4 Gifficult 
years, died at his Hampshite 
home here Saturday night 

As Sir Eric Drummond, he 
} served on the British delegation 
negotiating the 1919 Versailles 
Treaty, ending the First Worid 
War, He sufficiently impressed 
French Premier George Clemen 
ceau for him to propose the 
“quiet Scot’ as secretary-general 
of the. Leggue. 

For: d#-years Lord Perth's ad 
ministrative ability and diplom 
acy ‘kept the League together 
Tall .and powerfully built, he 
needed ail the suavity and tact 
that an old-style English educa 
tion could impart to do his work 

He resigned in 1933, though 
the League council pressed him 
to remain in charge. For six 
years he was British ambassa 
dor in Italy. 

An unhappy episode as chief 
of foreign office propaganda 
followed. The critics said he 
knew nothing about the job, and 
the Church of England protested 
that he was too closély bound 
to the Papacy, Lord Perth was 
converted to Catholicism at the 
age of 27 

In 1946 Lord Perth became 
leader of the Liberal Party in 
the House of Lords. 

Descendant of a Hungarian 
family which. settled in Scotland 
late in the 13th century, he was 
over 60 when he succeeded to 
the earldom of Perth in. 1937. 

With it he assumed a host of 
ancient titles, including that of 
hereditary Thane of Lennox. 

In °1904 Lord Perth married 


Maxwell, younger daughter of 
Lord Herries, who survives him. 
They had one son and three 
daughters. 

Heir to the title is their son, 
Viscount Strathallan, 44,
